“go Moses dicd in the land of Moab... but no man 

knoweth of his sepulchre unto thig day,” recalls the 
Book of Deuteronomy in chapter 34, verses 5 and 6. 
Despite this definite statement, Moslem belicf holds 
that Moses’ grave is in the Mosque of Nebi Musn — 
the Prophet Moses — in tho Plain of Bulkela, just 
off the road from Jerusalem to Jericho. 

Now, for the first time in centurios, Nebi Musa is 
open to visitors of every creed, It is easily reached 
by lenving Jorusalem on the Jericho road, passing 
Betheny (also called el-Azariah) and the entrance to 
the vill age of Abu Dis, then driving through the 
harsh, arid Inndscape of the Judean desert. A few 
shepherds guarding their flocks of sheep and goats, 
an occasional camel and a rare patch of green from an 
experimental tree-planting are the only signa of life. 

About 10 kilometres past Bethany a rough track to 
the left shows a signpost to the Monastery of St. 
George, while 3 kilometres on, another sign points 
left to Ein Fawar, Here the highway cuts through 
the red rock of Ma’ale Adummim — the Red Pasa 
(in Arabic Tal’at e-Damm, or the Pass of Blood). On 
the right is the traditional Inn of the Good Samaritan 
of New Testament renown, while to the left is an 
ancient watch-tower. 

Above it stand the ruins of the Crusader Castle of 
the Red Tower, sometimes called Rouge Cisterne 
and sometimes Maldoim — an important fortress 
protecting the pilgrims’ route between the Holy City 
and the sacred sites around Jericho and the Dead 

ea, 

Beyond Ma’ale Adummim, the ground drops away 
and a beautiful vista opens out over the Dead Sea 
and its surroundings. Soon, a pquare pillar notes that 
here is sea level, then some 2 kilometres further on, 
ἃ falrly good, although unasphalted, path to the 
right leads to Nebi Musa. For a kilometre there is 
nothing to be seen but bleak, pale hillocks; then the 
buildings of Nebi Musa come into view, Its high 
stone walls, minaret and rows of squat, shallow domes 
suddeniy appear in the trackless waste. 


Interesting cemetery 


.To the left of the compound, spreading down the 
hill, is a Moslem cemetery of simple headstones with 
& handful of more elaborate graves. One is called the 
Tomb of the Shepherd, said to be that of Moses’ 
shepherd, Hasan er-Roeh, while in Moslem folklore 
another is claimed to be that of the Lady Aisha, 
Mohammed's favourite wife. The friendly caretaker, 
however, gives no credence to these unfounded tales. 

Approaching the compound, you observe that ἃ 
broad arched gateway opens out from the west wall, 
and that on fhe outside, along the wall, there are 
stone benches for the comfort of visitors and pil- 
grims. Above the arch, which was erected in Turkish 
times, is an Arabic inscription. Passing through it 
and then through a small covered porch, you reach 
ἃ cool, stone-flagged courtyard with underground cis- 
terns full of wate. 

Around the courtyard are two levels of rooms; the 
lower rooms, once shaded by vaulted cloisters, are 
now blocked to provide extra storage, Stairs ascend 
to the upper level, while to the left is a second, 
smaller patio — also well supplied with cisterns — 
where there ts a minaret and a mosque containing 
the gigantic conotaph claimed to be the Tomb. 

narrow, roofed portico protects the entrance to 

68 Mosque with its metal-panelled, nail-studded door, 
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is like a mirage In the desert heat, 


over which is a second Inscription in Arabic bearing 
the date of rebuilding. The mosque itself ia very 
simple, Measuring about 20 metres broad by 15 in 
length, with a mihrab, or praying niche, te the 
south directly opposite the entry, its only striking 
feuture is the huge, walled-around cenotaph in the 
northwest corner. Greon ia the dominant colour of 
drapery and paintwork, and the cenotaph, too, is 
covered with a plain, dark green volvet mantle. 

What is the story of thia strange mausoleum 
houged tn this curious complex of buildings isolated 
in the wilderness? Located on one of the Mosicm 
pilgrim routes, Moslem tradition claims that Moses 
led from Jordan to this apot, and here he died and 
was buried by a company of angels. 


Factual history 


Neb} Musn’s factual history begins in 1269, cor- 
responding to the Moslem year 668, which is 
counted from the Hegira, or Mohammed's flight to 
Medina. Then the Mameluke Sultan Beyhbars, con- 
querov cf the Crusaders, built the mosque around the 
cenotaph, Exactly two centuries later a spacious 
pilgrim hospice was added. 

nm the middla of the nineteenth century, the 
Turks repaired and rebuilt the walis and the structures 
within them, and the Moslem date — 1285 — 
over the mosque's entry suggests that this took place 
about 1820. 

Best known as the mecting-place for the annual 
apring festival of the Palestinian Moslems, probably 

med to coincide with the Passover, when Moses 
led the Hebrews out of Egypt, this particular pil-

crowds of Moslems would gather in the vourtyard of 
the Aksa Mosgue on the Temple Matunt, then, 
chanting and threatening, would preceed to Nebi 
Musa, disturbing the Christian celebrants of Easter 
as they passed through the town. Remaining in Nebi 
Musa for five days, on the following Thursday thoy 
would make their way back to Jersialem, returning 
home on the Friday after a full week. 

This custom persisted during Turkish rule, but {n 
1917, with the commencement of the British Mandate 
with Christianity as its official religion, the Nebi 
Musa pilgrimage took on a different aspect. Bearing 
banners embroldered with verses from the Koran — 
mainly those referring to Mosex —- the Moslem 
throngs directed their hatred towerds the Jews com- 
memorating Passover. Particularly at tines of poll- 
tical unrest, ugitators would work the mob up to a 
frenzy, often sparking off riots and bloudshed, The 
flags and banners used were stored in the home of 
the Mufti of Jerusulem, a member of the al-Husseini 
family which owned the lands around Nebi Musa. 

After the War of Independence in 1948, the Nebi 
Musa festival was discontinued by order of the 
Jordanian authorities, Over the years it had become 
an exclusively Palestinian Arab event, while official 
policy was to integrate the former Palestinians into 
the Jordanian entity, not to encourage the formation 
of separate groups. Later, the place and its imme- 
diate surroundings were utilized for militar yur 
poses — first bY the Jordanian army, and then, 
following the Six Day War, by Isracli forces. 

Today, Nebi Musa has hecome no more than an 
historic monument. Abandoned except for its solitary 
guardian, it stands lonely and deserted in the wide, 
barren dunes of the wilderness of Judea.

Poliakoff’s art 
of nuance 


By Reuven Berman 


RUSSIAN-born Serge Poliulkoff, 
who dled in Paris in 1989 at the 
age of 63 was one of the most 
serious painters of the Eoole de 
Purig section of the abstract move- 
ment that surged through Western 
art after World War Two, He was 
nearly 40 years old In 1945 when he 
held his first exhibition of abstract 
paintings, In 1952, after more than 
30 years of supporting himself main- 
ly through guitar playing, a contract 
with a Paris gallery flually enabled 
him to concentrate solely on palnt- 
Ing, which eventually made him a 
millionaire. In 1070, a large retros- 
pective exhibition of fis waa ‘held In 
the Musée (Nationale d'Art Moderne 
In Paris. Others were held In 1971 
and atill more are scheduled for this 
year, 

The large exhibltion in the Tel 
Aviv Museum's new ‘building that 
has been put together and brought 
to Tsrael through the auspices of an 
impressive honorary committee that 
includes France's and Israel's Minls- 
tera of Forelgn Affairs and Culture, 
an eight-man organizing committee 
and a special artlatle commissioner, 
{s the first show of works by Polla- 
koff to be held in this country, 
although Individual prints have heen 
sven occasionally tn galleries. 

The forms in the earillest works 
in ‘the show, dating from 1946 are 
near in quality but already contain 
the “organic” ‘no-masking tape geo- 
metry and painterly ‘handling thal 
ate basic throughout his later pro- 
duction. The exhiLitlon reveals that 
from 1049 Pollakoff’s distinct, subtly 
Aexibin style Is firm and unds- 
viating right through 20 yuars of 
Painting to 1969. 

Pollakoff once stated.

Pollakeff, encouraged by the 
examples of a host of single-minded 
masters, followed his own maxim 
with fanatic allegiance. 

The basic visual component of 
his art Is astoundingly simple and 
permanent; crisp, essentially fiat, 
angular and rounded shapes fitted 
together Hke o δοτὲ of jigsaw puz- 
zie. The infinltely changing Inflec- 
tons of Hatoess or mass, shurpnes3 
and softness, spatlal effects, pers- 
pective, lyricism and mood are at- 
tained in nearly every cose by 
colours alone — thelr dark-light 
values, their [ntensities, the texture 
of their pigment.

Hia mastery of theae — from 
super-subtle gradations of two hues 
alone, through complex interplays 
between layers of “inner” und “ex- 
terior” colours (hiy own oxpresalons) 
to Waging aggressive primarics—has 
led to an art of such extreme nuance 
that it ta of necessity aon art for 
connoisseurs of the aesthelles exper- 
lence.

“secret Omarlya plans” were 
published in the press — inelud- 
ing The Jerusalem Poxt — and 


extensive campaigns were launch- 
ed against the Municipality, which 
was accused of being “unwilling” 
to share the plans with its cri- 
ties, The public is justifiably up- 
set that the building: now going 
up — the one I groaned about 
that day on the Mount of Olives 
— never had its plans submitted 
to the public. Bul I can't for the 
Ife of me see why the Mnuici- 
pality should publicize plans we 
had ulready condemned. 
Differing opinions 

Incidentally, it muy astonish 
some critics to know Uthat there 
are some different opinions 
on the subject. One of the wurld's 
great designers, who caine in on 
the argument I was having with 
my editor friend, gave it as his 
opinion that what is needed in 
this part of Jerusalem is an on- 
semble of towers. This, he said, 
should consist of the one already 
going up on the Omariya area, the 
Commodore Hotel which has just 
been started, the YMCA_ tower, 
and the planned annex of the King 
David Hotel. (I personally have 
strong reservations about this 
last. However, the plans were 
approved by an eminent architect 
before our Urban Planning Unit 
was created —and at a time when 
our building committees had not 
yet become accustomed to looking 
at the city from the east.) 

The editor then turned his guns 
on Kiryat Wolfson. His objection 
to a high-rise building in this area 
is, I know, shared by many Jeru- 
salemites, and I can well believe 
that they will regard my first 
counter-argument as a rather ne- 
gative one: that there are certain 
priorities, and the first one js that 
we protect the areas visible from 
the Old City or from which the 
Old City can be seen. It is in any 
case my personal opinion that, 
when al! construction in this 
part of Jerusalem 14 completed, 
the Knesset-Valley of the Cross 
complex will be very attractive. 
But one of the moxt important 
facts to remember about Kiryat 
Wolfson is that approval for the 
project was given during the re- 
cession when — difficult as it may 
already be to remember ---- uncm- 
ployment was causing a great, deal 
of suffering among Jerusalem’s 
building workers.

‘The Municipality and Mayor Kollek, however, have

The building now so gencrally condemned was con- 
structed under the aegis of the Housing Ministry aud 
with the tacit consent of the Municipality, but without a 
building permit or final appravel by the District Plan- 
ning Commission. Although it has lately begun a crack- 
down on illegal balconies and other minor additions to 
apartments, the Municipality made no attempt to stop 
construction of the 50-metre-tall Omariya Tower. 


Municipality officials say the building had been ap- 
proved in principle by the District Commission, and 
only lacked “formal” approval. An Informed source 
outside the Municipality claims that “formal” ap- 
proval. is lacking not because of a technicality, as 
the Municipality implies, but because of the basic 
failure of the responsible Government authorities to 
submit the plans for the Omariya plot to the public 
— as required by law. It is this step — deposition 
— which permits neighbours and others who might 
be aggrieved by a proposed development to raise ob- 
jections, The District Planning Commission would then 
weight these objections before deciding on approval, 
amendment or rejection of the plan. 


“Democracy depends on such ‘technicalities’,” said 
the source. “Habeus corpus is alyo ἃ technicality.” 


‘Whistling at the law’ 


One reason tlie plan was not submitted for final 
approval and deposition was because of lack of 
agreement on a road plan for the area, The source 
maintains, on what he says Is reliable information, 
that another reason is that the responsible authorities 
knew that the plan would touch off strong public 
opposition and preferred to create the facts first. 


When the chairman of the Jerusalem branch of the 
Council for the Beautification of Israel, Yehuda Huez- 
rachi, brought the matter to the attention of a respon- 
sible Municipal official, the latter reportedly said that 
the Housing Ministry was the culprit. 


Once the building started rising into the sky, 
second thoughts started to set in. Critics of the 
Omariya Plan are willing to concede that it may 
have beon difficult to comprehend the full impact of 
Omariya plans just from the designs. It is one thing 
to see plans on Raper and another to see them 
realized in three dimensions. Mayor Kollek describes 
in his article published today how he became disturbed 
as he viewed the building under construction from the 
Mount of Olives. It was Mr. Kollek who subsequently 
led the fight to limit the Omariya’s development. 


Despite the fact that in the 1959 outline scheme

Alternative proposals 


Armed with counter-proposuls by the unit, Mr. Kol- 
Iek called another meeting in November with the 
Housing Ministry and Landy Authorily.

The compromise, he pointed out, would elimi- 
nate only two of the towers and reduce one of the 
two proposed hotels to 250 rooms. It would still mean 
the savaging of the most important open spate left 
to central Jerusalem, a space that should become the 
ventral park of the city after Independence Park was 
sliced up by a new road built through it. 


The wrath of the audience rose on sceing Kutcher's 
sketches. Some proposed campaigns of harassment of 
responsible officials, Some demanded court action. 
Some proposed demonstrations. Some attacked the 
Council for the Beautification of Isracl for not be- 
ing militant enough. Some started collecting signa- 
tures for uetion committees. 


Because of the Municipality ban on publication of the 
sketches, the responsible officials from the Housing 
Ministry and Lands Authority did not get to see 
them until the most recent meeting with . Kollek, 
two weeks ago, According to one of those present 
the impact was even greater than that of the scale 
model, since the officials could see the proposed Oma- 
riya development in relation to its surroundin in. 
Kutcher’s panorama. A Housing Miniatry official 
pointed to the proposed 22-storey King David annex 
and the Pry osed 18storey Commodore Hotel and 
coramente: δὲ if the Municipality permitted build- 
ings like those to go up facing the Old City, then 
the Ministry ghould insist on reviving its previous 
plan of 120,000 square metres for Omariya. 


But the presentation apparently had its effect. The . 
Ministry asked Eitan to draw up plans showing 
three alternatives. One is the original compromise 
solution of 70-80,000 square metres including two ho- 
tels. Another would be the same amount of built-up 
space, but with only one hotel — the ἘΠῚ Al — and the 
rest residential.

The King David Annex and the Cummodore have 
likewise been drawn up without reference τὸ an over- 
all plan. “Once these two go up," says Kutcher, 
“there wiil be nO way to prevent others like 
them from being built." ‘The dense road system’ pro- 
posed in the master plan — the most heavily cri- 
licized portion of that pinn — shows Omariyn being 
boxed in by two major arteries, two limited access 
freeways and a whoppin; cloverleaf intersection. (A 
sketch of this plan Is stilt on the Municipality har- 
ned Hist.)

Kutcher, meanwhile, is continuing to work on his 

own ailernative solutions for Omariya, which he ex- 
pects to have ready within two weeks. The alter- 
native with the least density calls for 25,000 BQUuare 
metres of floor space, including the existing tower 
(itself about 7,00 Uuare metres). Why not an al- 
ternative with no additional buildings at all? “There 
are commitments that have bean made,” says Kutcher. 
‘Also, the ane building by itself is pretty horren- 
dous. I'm trying to do something to soften 1t.” 
This would be attempted by Placing 8 terraced struc- 
ture sume distance behind the existing tower, step- 
ping down from nine to four stories.

,, This approach, probably the best thut can be honed 
for, is reminiscent of the argument used by some 
in advocating ‘construction of the 22-sto: Hyatt 
House Hotel on French Hill, namely that it would 
at least hide from view some of the French Hill 
apartment houses. Thus, we cannot bury our archi- 
tectural mistakes.

"ANGERINE Anne Porter was 
72 «years old when her first 
novel, “Ship of Fools,” appeared in 
1962, Until then her entire fiction- 
al output had consisted of three 
slender coilectiong of short stories 
and short novels: “Flowering Judas 
and Other Stories,” first published 
in 1930; “The Leaning Tower and 
Other Storles," first published in 
1934; and “Pate Horse, Pale Rider" 
(1936). To get an accurate idea of 
the length of these books, it is 
enough to note that the New Amer- 
jean Library's “The Collected Sto- 
ries of Katherine Anne Porter,” in- 
eludes all her previously published 
short fiction and it comes in all 
bo 495 pages, including blank space 
and Utle pages. : 
“Ship of Fools," her only full- 
length novel, was by no means unl- 
verasally acolatmed as a success, 
Tt would probably be most honest 
to σὺ that it came as a great 
dizappointment to many of Miss Por- 
ter's literary admirers who had been 
waiting for years for the pleoe de 
resistance of a rich literary career. 


Solid critical esteem 

And despite the slight 
Physical weight of her creative pro- 
duct, despite the relative failure of 
her central fictional effort, Kathe- 
tine ‘Anne Porter remains a major 
name in most evaluations of con- 
temporary American literature. Is 
this just another case of a repu- 
tation manufactured by a coterle, or 
is there objective justification for 
it? How do we explain the solld 
critical esteem in which she is 
held, the unabashed admiration 
which so many writers have ex- 
Pressed for her? The appearance of 
her collected essays and of these 
new editions of her short fiction 
give ws an opportunity to reappraise 
her work, most of it published be- 
fore 1940, from -the perspective 
of 1971. 

‘When we look to "A Critical Sym- 
posium” for asalstance, however, we 
are sharply disappointed. With one

Renewed interest 


Now, nearly two decades later, 
those who helleve that Injustice was 
done the Rosenbergs, Η not that 
they were innocent, have come out 
of the closet, as It were, and there 
has been renewed interest in the 
case. After years of silence, several 
books have been written, notably 
“Invitation to an Inquest” by Walter 
and Mirlam Sechnelr, and more re- 
cently, the play, “The U.S. ys. Ethe! 
and Julius Rosenberg,” mounted first 
In Cleveland and then In New York, 
based on trial transcripts. Unfortu- 
tately the New York production 
‘failed, not because of its subject 
matter, but because of ite tenden- 
Housness, which did little to lessen 
the polarization between Left and 
Right. The Hebrew version of the 
play, called ‘The Power of Power,” 
tlosed a little over a week after it 
opened in September, 1969, for simi- 
lar reasons,

There are, of cours, significant 
differences between the fiction and 
the facts, but there are alao simi- 
larities. Yet these siiniloritiea in no 
way detract from the whole. On the 
contrary, they reinforce the credi- 
billty of what might otherwise have 
seemed too unbelievable a tale of 
woe. 

The Rosenbergs are re-created as 
Tsaaesons, and the name would ap- 
pear to be a deliberate choice, con- 
sidering who were Isaac’s sons and 
their legacy of brother pitted 
against brather. As for Daniel, the 
son of the Isaacsons, like his bibli- 
eal predecessor, the Jewish Super- 
star In the Chaldean court, he has 
also gutvived the lions" pit and must 
aiso live by his wits as best he cap. 
Buk unlike his namesake, he says at 
the outset: “But I, Daniel, was 
grieved, and the visions of my head 
trouble me and I do not want to 
keep the matter in my heart.” 

The book brings us up-te-date on 
what happened to the survivora, the 
two children whose pictures were 
last seen as they visited their 
parents in the Death House. Here 
they are, as little Daniel and Susan 
grown up, and the book opens with 
Daniel speeding from New York to 
Massachusctts in May, 1967, to see 
his sister Susan, who has just 
slashed her wrists in the ladies" room 
of a restaurant. Right then, readers 
are well advised to fasten scat belts, 
for this trip is impossible to leave 
midway. Before it ends, we will bo 
zoomed back and forth in time, In 
and out of scenes, between first- 
and third-person polnta of view, and 
suffer shock wave after shock wave. 

Danlei sits In the Browsing Room 
of Columbia University supposedly 
writing hia doctoral thesis. Instead 
he Is writing this book, hoping that 
by exoreising the ghosts that In- 
habit his body he may come to 
understand himself. His life has 
been at the mercy of external 
elreumstunce; now it ia at the 
mercy of uncontrollable internal 
elrcumstunee.

There is special irony In the scanc 
ewhich is the fulfilment of Daniel's 
idée fize: a confrontation with his 
parents’ accuder, the faithless Mr. 
Mindish. He pursucs him to Disnoy- 
Jand, the giant California amuse- 
ment park, where "the problems of 
mass ingress and egress seem to 
have been solved to a degree that 
would light admiration In the eyes 
of an S.8. transport officer.” Mr. 
Mindish is found in Tomorrowland, 
having traded in his youthful Com- 
munist dream of utopla for a capi- 
talistic wish-fulfillment: an Aut ἢ 
a place where the illusion Is created 
of driving bigger and better futurls- 
tic cars on bigger and better super- 
highways. The man who put his 
finger on his parents now rides 
Khidle cars for kicks. “‘Hello, Mr. 
Mindish. I'm Daniel Issacson. I'm 
Paul and Kochelle’s son, Danny’... 
I was slokened to see water well 
from the congested yellow corners 
of his eyes. ‘Denny? It's Denny?’... 
For one moment. of recognition he 
was restored to life.’ Daniel's re- 
venge cup shatters as the old man 
pulls him down and kisses him. 

Doctorow has his hero address his 
readera directly, but hardly in the 
“dear and gentle reader” phraseology 
of a Henry Wielding or a Jane Aus- 
ten. Danlel, the taunted, taunts: 

"EF suppose you think I can't 
do (write) the electrocution. I 
know there is ἃ you. There hae 
alonys been a@ you. YOU. I will 
show you that I can do the 
electrocution.” 

And he does. 'And does so not to 
be sensationat and not to seek sym- 
pathy, but because he must, 
Doctorow'a ability {n making YOU 
understand why he must Is remark- 
able. One may disagree with some of 
the author's views, but any disagrce- 
ment becomes Irrelevant tn the pres- 
ence of such an achievement. Doc- 
torow, former editor-in-chief of Dial 
Press in New York, has written two 
other novels, and with this offering 
jolos the clrele of writers whose 
new books are awalted with great 
anticipation. Innovative, unflinching, 
ft brings to mind an ald Revivalist 
hymna: 

“Dare tu be α Dantel,/Dareto 
stand alone,/Dereto havea mur- 
pose = firm,/Da: to make it 
known.”

Me I. Dimont's first book, the 
“vastly popular "Jews, God and 
History,” was embarrassing in Its 
effusive thesls that the Jews were 
vesponsible for all the goodness In 
the world. ‘he preacnut volume is 
elubarrasulug simply because it fy so 
outrageously bad. It Is bad from its 
fuzzy conception through ‘ts awk- 
ward exccutlon. Though professing 
to draw upon only “objective scho- 
lars," Diment nevertheless ‘begins 
with a thesis, and since he must 
flail the reader with {it mercilessly 
from start to flnleh, it! ig an ubvious- 
ly weak Idea at that. 

Dimont proposes that the Jews 
have a manifest destiny, which Is 
to bring the message of brotherly 
love to all mankind, and that the 
dispersion, which wags necessary to 
achieve thia, was also a blessing, 
since it preserved the Jews from 
extinction, 


Nothing new . 


None of this Is new, and Dimont 
succeeds in adding nothing new to 
the discussion. No theologian, he 
sidesteps the question of whether or 
not God is involved in this manifest 
destiny by saylng it is irrelevant. 
No philosopher, πὸ dismisses the In- 
nate obscenity of the “biesacd dias- 
pora” by stating that throughout 
history, all religions, not just Jews, 
have been persecuted (the Nazis kil- 
led δ million Jewa and 12 miiilon 
Christtans, he points out). No his- 
torlan, he thinks that dynastic 
gossip can summarize a civilization, 
or that chronological lists of facts 
can substitute for on analysis of 
ideas. No scholar, he thumps 18 
with a bibliography of over 6500 
items which nevertheless 19 devold 
of periodicals, is mostly restricted ἴο 
Popular works in BInglish of thc 
last 15 years {Dimont says he stands 
on ‘the shoulders of modern scholars) 
and which is categorized In a man- 
ner that defies all sense (“The Mac- 


Millan Bible Adios” is placed under 
"Religion and Psychology,” while 
“Stzmund Frenl «nd the Jewish 
Mystical Tradillon" is placed under 
“Miscellaneous.") No researcher, Di- 
miont's foulneles rarely contnin page 
numbers and more often than ποῖ 
insult the reuder ( Auschwitz, he foot- 
notes, was the niost notorious of 
the Nazl death camps; sinikuly, he 
affords a sentence of enlightenment 
on Dreyfus, the Bustille, panthelam, 
WASP, etc.). No Ilterary critic, he 
compares the slory of the Jews to 
a Greek tragedy, ‘but obviously 
hasn't rudimentary knowledge of one 
{rejecting the “artificial plateaus of 
history,” he nonctheless insists that 
Jewish history 09 seen os a three- 
act drama). No art historian, he 
bellaves that Michelangelo was a 
Medieval sculptor and that Greek 
art is dull und primitive. No wit, he 
attempts to Ilghten ‘his incredibly 
boring book with references to ‘So- 
dom aud Gemara” or “A Cross-Exa- 
mination of the Crucifixion." No 
Talmudist, he ix content to list but 
not discuss the men who directed 
Jewish thought, then to conclude 
that the Talmud isn’t needed any 
more, alnce we've outgrown It. 
Lastly, being po writer, Dinont is 
not above extending a hackneyed 
mistaphor for over a page and 2 half, 
or asking elght rhetorical questions 
in a row. He states in his introduc- 
tion that history should be llvely, 
and then justifies the use of the 
“apt cliche," allowing such treasures 
as “the Old Testament, most of it 
unequalled for sheer narrative skill,” 
or “Yet, though Rome's best think- 
ers contributed nothing orlginal, 
though in the arts and sciences the 
Romans innovated nothing new, they 
did put an indelible stamp of civili- 
Zotion on the world Rome ruled.” 
No historian, no thinker, no writer

Two omissions 

Prof. Kedourle's book, for ull Ltr 
moral fervour and ample documen- 
tation, hnge two obvious omissions, 
One Is the striking lack of any 
Information about the — editor's 
“Asian” background, According to 
a note about him Ln the back of the 
hook, he waa educated at the London 
School of Economics and at St. 
Anthony's College, Oxford, and js 
now Professor of Politics ut London 
University. Yet how can anyone who 
fecls so strongly about non-Western 
nationalism and who has written 
Bo extenalvely about the Middle East 
net ideutify his own Iraqi Jewish 
ovigin? How strange that this critic 
of the Western world should allow 
himself to be known only for hia 
role and achievements in the West. 

It is also surprising not to have 
any selection from Zlonist thinkers. 
Prof. Kedourle explaias this lack of 
attentlon to the geographical setting 
of Israel in Asia 85 due to the 
preponderantly Huropean origin of 
Zionist Intellectuals. Yet two of his 
“Pan-Africanista” — DuBols and 
Garvey — were Americans, 


Certainly Jews have had a greater 
sense of nationhood tham many of 
the other peoples mentioned. Fur- 
thermore It was clear by the Ziunist 
Congress" rejection of the “Uganda 
Plan” that the fulfillment of Zlontst 
nationalist aspirations had to he in 
Eretz Yisrael, the Jewlsh People's 
ancestral homeland in Asia. There 
Rhould certainly have been excerpts 
from the writings of at least Moses 
Hess and Theodor Herzl. For as J.L. 
Talmon has written in “Israel 
Among the Nations": © 

“The wonderful gallery of great 
and colourful porsosalities thrown 
up by Zionism will stand conipari- 
son with any of the finest and 
ablest national leaders among the 
antions.” 

Desplte these omissions, Prof. 
Kedourie’s forceful critique, which 
he backs up with ample evidence 
from the nationalist literature, il- 
lustrates vividly the dangers of ex- 
treme nationalism which ignores the 
tights of non-natlonals. But the al- 
ternative he offers, of a return to 
the Ottoman Bimplre'a system of 
miulmal government, cultural plural- 
bum, and Illiteracy except for ἃ 
small elite, is reactlonary, foolishly 
romantia and unreallatle. 


IL would be more worthwhile to 
examine .nationallsm objectively for 
both its positive and negative fea- 
tures. Moreaver, anyone who con- 
siders how natlonaliam is connected 
with: the process of modernization 
will understand that it would be 
very difficult to change. the trend 
toward a world. of nation-states. 
After all, while the nationallat 
leaders were protesting ogalnst the 
effects of colonial conquests, they 
alyo wished to usu European ideas 
aad inatitutions to bring t 


about. 


necessary social chauges. Unfortu. 
nately, however, it proved diffleult 
for them to discriminate between 
the positive effects of Western cul- 
ture, such as sclontifle advances, 
and the negative concomitants, such 
as the anxieties which Prof, Kedourie 


deplores — brought about by im- 
personal bureaucracies.

A MUCH more constructive ap- 
proach Is found tr the works of 
Karl W. Deutseh and Dankwart A. 
Rustow, who study the proccss that 
led to the rige of natlonalisam in 
Western Icurope, where the state 
eolncided with the nation, and in 
Hustern Europe and the developing 
countries, where nationalism has had 
to be formed on the basls of given 
state houndaries. 

According ta Prof. Deutsch In the 
book under review, “The conilng to- 
gether of the state and the people 
makes a modern nation. A nation Is 
8 people who have hold of a state 
or who have developed quasi- 
governmental capabliities for form- 
Ing, supporting, and enforcing the 
commen will, And a nation-state is 
a state that has hecomo largely 
identicrl with ona people,” The use- 
fulness of nationallsm ax a way to 
deal with goclal transformations can 
best be understood In terms of Prof. 
Rustow's definitlon, In “A World of 
Nations," of moderolzation as 
“rapidly widening control over na- 
ture through closer cooperation 
among men." 


Natlonaliam cun thus be compre- 
hended most objectively aa tho 
cement needed for political and 
soclal jntegration In whatever poll- 
tleal entities have evolved through 
a stow, organle process, ad In France, 
England, Germany, Italy, Japan and 
China; or through abrupt, often ac- 
eilentnl events or decisions, us in 
Yugoslavia, Lebanon and Nigeria. 
Very often the latter arc threatened 
by sepnratiym and secession, though 
such dangers can face even the more 
organic creations. When the political 
integration Is successful, according 
to Prof. Deutsch, it is based upon 
tiea of transport and trade within 
countries, the growth of a national 
language, the integration of elites, 
the expanstonofan In-group feellng 
from Kin or tribe to a whole people 
and culture, the growth of social 
communications, and, finally, the 
ualty of administrative districts into 
a state. 


Secession and civil war 


Not ali attempts at amalgama- 
ton succeed, however. There [8 
always a danger of secession and 
clvil war as occurred in India, 
Pakistan, Nigeria and the Congo. In 
fact, governments have to prove 
again and agaln, especially in crisis 
situatlons, that they can retain che 
loyalties of their citizens, 


The alternatives to nationalism, 
a3 Prof. Deutsch perceives them, are 
elther a return to locat loyalties or 
attempts to create regional integra- 
tion or world government. So far, 
the diminution of the nation-state'a 
role to merely preserving law and 
order within a small area is Im- 
possible, aince people have come to 
expect too much jn terma of welfare 
functions from a centralized natlonal 
government. On the other hand, moat 
attempts at political integration of 
regions or the entire world have not 
succeeded since they have not 
offered enough advantages or ex- 
panded government capabilities, es- 
pecially to the elites, to offset the 
digandvantages of giving up existing 
loyalties and privileges. 

The most to be hoped for at 
present is the egtablishment of 
“pluralistic security communities” 
on the Scandinavian mode, where 
nulghbouring states do not intend to 
wage war againgt each other, Suf- 
ficlant cooperation con then exist 
among the nation-states within a 
global framework to deter nuclear 
war and to increase mutual concern 
for the welfare of human belngs in 
all’ nationa.

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IAT a refreshing book. Though 
no more than an elaboration of 
one alriple thought, and concerned 
with problems specific to the 
author's homeland, [ὃ challenges 
conventional theorles of economle 
development and must provoke dia- 
cussion everywhere. Indeed, the 
bool’s seminal importance for eco- 
nomic theory may yet exceed its 
practical Impact on India's econo- 
mic planning. Unfortunately, the 
author, Chairman of the Hconomics 
Department of Madras Christian 
College, stops short of pursuing his 
insights to thelr ultimate conclu- 
siona, and of putting them into a 
proper generalized form. But he pro- 
vides an excellent starting point. 
The theory which the author is 
up against Is the Harrod-Domar 
economic growth model, adjusted for 
developing countries in particular 
‘by W-A, Lewis and N. Kaldor, which 
hay become an article of faith of 
economic planners. More exactly: he 
revolts against the way abstract 
concepts derived from Keynesian 
economics have been applied to facts 
of life quite different from that of 
the Industrial, capitalist, moncy- 
minded ‘West. Because economic 
growth 9 most evident, most easily 
traceable, In terms of money, It 
has been presumed that it takes 
place almost exclusively In the mo- 
derno, "marketlsized" sectors of the 
economy. In particular, it has been 
taken for graated that only the ad- 
vanced “capltalist” sector is capable 
of accumulating (Le. saving) the 
profits required for capital Invest- 
ments, i.e. for economic growth, 
while the “subsistence” sector 
comprising the primitive farmers 
and artisans of the rural country- 
side — is almost by definitlon un- 
able to provide spare resources and 
must therefore remain stationary. 
As a result, economic planning has 
been aimed at supporting the modern 
sector — In particular large-scale 
Industry and transport — at the 
expense of the all the rest, with the 
state playing a major role as fi- 
nancler, Investor, and often operator 
of the new enterprises, 

This error, Dr. Kurien feels, stems 
from an uncritical infatuation with 
the notion in socialist and Soviet 
patterns of thought. He argues that 
the subsistence sector, too, has a 
vast growth potential which could 
be tapped by proper planning and 
Provision of appropriate incentives, 
and should be given major attention 
In a country like India, where it 
still embraces the great majority 
of the population. He quotes figures 
to show that savings are accumulat- 
ed among Indian “household-produc- 
ers.” He contends that the tight con- 
trol of the Indian capital market, 
intended to channel savings to the 
projects designated by the authori- 
tles, ‘has stymied accumulation of 
capital instead of promoting it. He 
recommends more reliance on, and 
asalstance to, private initiative. One 
may guess that he is no friend of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's eco- 
nomic policy. 

What makes the book valuable ia 
the author's readiness to grasp 
thorny theoretical nettles: 

“In its earliest form any eco- 
nomy consists of only a collection 
of .. self-contained and isolated 
famiiies, or tribes, or villages... 
Economists have generally neg- 
lected the study of such econo- 
mic units, relegating it almost 
entirely to anthropologists... What 
followers (and opponents) of 
Keynes have developed into Key- 
nesian Economics is one of the 
best examples of modern econo- 
mists’ natural proclivity to con- 
centrate on analytics! tools, for- 
getting buslo economic problems. 
Lewis, and maby others follow- 
Ing him, have tried to argue that 
an underdeveloped country is In 


fact a duat structure... But,. The 
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‘ome-ponerating process In the 
subslstenco sector is sot discussed 
in the model, but it fs assumed 
that there is some mechantum by 
which per caplta income in the 
sector Is no less and no more 
than required for the barest sub- 
sistence. 'Thus the fact that the 
subulstence sector dues nut save 
(or cannot save) Is a derivation 
in the mudel based more on con- 
jecture than on premises. A fur- 
ther misconception... Is that some 
of the accklental characteristics 
of the growing sector get tirmly 
associated 2s cnusal factors of 
growth.” 


The nodal polnt in Dr, Kurlen's 
reasoning — though he does not 
always succved in making it clear 
— 1a the “essentially volitional cha- 
racter" not only of economie analy- 
sls, but also of all economic perfor- 
mance, and therefore the dependence 
of growth (savings, Investments) 
on adequate Incentives, and not ne- 
cessarily on the income Icvyel. He 
writes: 


“According to Keynesian theo- 
ry. savings are a function of the 
level of (per capita) Income. On 
the basis of this relationship it 
has been inferred that since per 
caplta incomes are low in under- 
developed economies, thelr pro- 
pensity to save also must be low. 
This, in fact, ts one of the basic 
premises of the vicious circle 
theory. It is also inforred that 
the marginal propensity to save 
must be very low, even zero, at 
such low levels of per capita in- 
come, and hence rising incomes 
are likely to result in corres- 
ponding iucreases in consumption, 
thus making It difficult, if not 
impossible, for uny increase in 
the average propensity to save. 
The pessimism regarding growth 
prospects uf underdevelopel eco- 
nomies arises frum such inferen- 
ces about thelr low savings po- 
tentlals.” 


In fact, the problem ta not con- 
fined to underdeveloped countrivs. It 
fa very much with us in Jsracl, 
where savings have been lagging 
behind the rapidly rising Incomes. 
Dr. Kurlen, however, dismisses this 
“convential wisdom," arguing thut 
even in poorest Indla savings res- 
pond markedly to Investment oppor- 
tunitles. He goes so far as to assert 
that in the Indian economy there is 
“a built-in ‘consumption squeeze’ 
mechanlam,” whieh makes people's 
living slandurd depend upon their 
Intended savings, and not the other 
way round. “Subsistence” incume (or 
resources) thus comen to spell some- 
thing quite different from what that 
term commonly Implies, and may 
include substantia! surplus delihera- 
tely consumed (i.c. wasted from the 
angle of economic growth), which 
— Dr. Kurlen pointa out — may ‘be 
quite reasonable from the people's 
angle in the prevailing cireumstan- 
ces, though they may behave differ- 
ently when the clrcumstances change. 

Whether or not the author's sta- 
tistics are convincing, the problem 
bared by him cannot be easily 
shrugged off. The discretionary ele- 
ment Involved in definitions of ‘“aub- 
sistence,” “cost of living,” “wage 
minimum," “labour cost,", etc. 18 of 
eminent importance both In economic 
theory and In practical policy. It 
overshadows not only discussions 
concerning economic planning, but 
also the conflicta between the have 
and the have-not nations, 

Dr. Kurien’s book is mainly con- 
cerned with savings and investments, 
It also touches on other issues, such 
as full employment and welfare, 
braving authorities and warning 
fellow economists from copying "ln 
a parrot-like fashion” modern West- 
ern slogans.
